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THfTPEOPLE CAN SHASH PRE-
CEDENTS.

The Philadelphia Record snys that
while tho friends of Mr. Cleveland can¬

not but bo gratified In witnessing tho
strong manifestations of regard for him,
they also understand too well that tho
traditional policy of limiting tho Presi¬
dency to two terms cannot bo broken by
any man.
Of course, It cannot bo broken hy any

man, but It can be broken by tho pcoplo
¡of the United States, and If they mnko
up their minds to elect Mr. Cleveland to
another term In tho White House they
will not let a sontlmcntnl precedent stand
In their way. If Mr. Cleveland had been
President during the past eight years nnd
should aspire to (mother term, making
three consecutivo terms, there might bo

something In the objection noted by the
Philadelphia paper, but as tho caso

stands to-day ho is before the American
people as though ho had never been Pres¬
ident. After serving out his last term
ho was retired to private life, and has

gone« nlong tho even tenor of his way,
never forcing himself upon tho public no¬

tice, and never giving a hint that ho was

desirous of re-entering public life. We

have great respect for the traditions, but
If the people want Mr. Cleveland to servo

them again, It Is nonsense to say that a

purely sentimental objection will stand In
the way.
This point is admirably brought out by

o correspondent of The Tlmes-Dlspatch,
who is too modest to give his name, but

who Is ono of the most distinguished
students of public questions In the State.
Ills communication follows:
"Editor of The Times-Dispntch:

"Sir.I am delighted that Dr. MclCel-

tvii'y, of the Brooklyn Eagle, has nomi¬
nated Mr. Cleveland for President, und I
venture to guess that many thousands
»ver the country are seconding the nom-
Inntlon heartily.
''As to the 'third term' argument, I have

these things to say.all of them, it seems
to me. very sensible, even if 1 do sny It:

"1. No ono has authority »o say that
'n«i man can bo elected President three
limes In this Republic' Thnt remains to
be seem

"2. Washington's example need not
bind us to net against our own best In¬
terests for these good reasons:
"a. When Washington declined a third

term, he was declining to have twelve
fears of continuous service as President.
Vlr. Cleveland has not hnd eight years
>f continuous service, and was not even
followed either time by a President of his
D*\n party.
"b. Washington was President of a

r'oiintry that bad just broken loose from
monarchical traditions, and for that rea¬
son a third consecutive term might have
reer. a serious thing In a new ship of
r.thte that hnd not yot 'found herself.'
Put now tho experiment has been long
tried, and I do not suppose anybody fenrs
."!i:r return "fti monarchy.

"c. If Washington's counsels, ns con¬
tained In his farewell address, were not
binding.and the Republic cast them aside
when it went Into the Philippine conquest
-Ills example in declining a third term
peed not bind us cither."
In the present state of public sentiment

we do not believe that It would bo possi¬
ble to nominate Mr, Cleveland, hut there
is undoubtedly a turn of tho tldo in his
favor. Several Influential newspapers
have already come out boldly for him.
Among these wo make special mention of
tho Petersburg Index-Appeal, which is
nothing of n hero worshipper and which
r.ovor lets Its sentiment get the bettor of
Its Judgment. The Index-Appeal makes
bold Its championship of Mr. Cleveland's
candidacy on tho ground that ho Is the
one man In this country who can lead
tho Democracy to victory next year.

Thero is a groat deal
of money in the country for Investment,
and as thero has been no boom In real
estate and as tho boom in tho stock
market seems to be on tho wane It would
not be surprising If investors arid specu¬
lators should not turn their attention
to real property. Real estate in Virginia
1? not high. It has¿( certninly not been
boomed as stocks haiye been boomed, and
it seems to offer now a' moró"'Inviting
field to men of small and great means.

Tho Crescent City's hope la to excel
every other city that has undertaken,
heretofore, to entertain tho veterans of
tho Lost Causo. A fund, amounting to
$100,000 nearly, has been raised to provide
entertainment and nmusement for tho
old soldiers, of whom tons of thousands
are expected to ntlend.
Tho Kith and 17th Instant will bo tho

two great days for Jollity, "On these two
occasions the old town will proceed to
make of pleasure. a business. It will
share In what will bo a mid-day celebra¬
tion of Christinas, Fourth of July und
Mardi Gras, with a sprinkling of Thanks¬
giving and a touch of Easter."
A prominent commercial Arm of Now

Orleans has received from Its local cor¬

respondent a Stamford, Texas, a letter
which speaks as follows of the coming
reunion:
"I may as well Inform you that Texas

will turn luoso In Now Orleans ono hun¬
dred to ono hundred and twenty-five
thousand people. Six carloads will start
from this placo alono (Stamford, Tex.).
People estimate that there will bo from
two hundred and fifty to three hundred
thousand Btrungers dumped in Now Or¬
leans in thlrty-tslx hours, hut tho majority
of people coming will be poor and middle
cliiüs people."
But for the fact that New Orleans Is

accustomed to providing food, lodgings
and amusements for the vast crowds of
people who attend Its Mardi Gras festi¬
vities, It might well bo appalled at tho
prospect as presented by the news from
Texas,
Willie wo cannot premiso thnt Virginia

will bo represented, thero In numbers so

great as those of Texas, iho Old Domin¬
ion will send a considerable, contingent of
veterans und sons of voieruns Including
Iho Richmond Howitzers. By the way,
tho Howitzers will be "right in lhe
swim," for their old army friends, the
New Orleans Washington Artillery, uro

to give a grand soelety ball ono night
and we daro say Richmond artillerists
will not bo forgotten.
While we wish to make no invidious dis¬

tinctions nor to suggest any, we cannot
but recall the fuct that Iho Washington
Artillery battalion and tho Richmond
Howitzer battalion were two of the creek
porp« In tho Army of Northern Virginia,
Talking about the 'military ball reminds

us of tho disagreement between the New
Qr'l in a Committee «.f Arrangements und
tl.o Musicians Union, We are gla.i to
l.L-ui- that it ha« been compromised t>
th«, extent, at, lew», that no further

trouble Is expected. But. ns we undei»-
stand It, there will bo no colored bando

omploycd and there will bo no "boycot¬
ting" on tho other side.
We have seen a printed statement to

the effect that, many Confeilornto Com¬

panies marched to the music of negro

bands, hut wo doubt Its accuracy. Before
tho war thnt sort of thing was done In

many places, In Richmond for Instance.
Very early In tho war somo companies
made uso of tho samo musicians, but
when our army wns fully organised, tho
musicians wore "enlisted" nnd were nil
white men, wo believe. A few colored

companies were received Into the Confed¬
erate army In 1805 and their musicians
wore of their own race, but tho other
«Confederate drummers, fliers and per¬
formers on horns wore whites.
Certainly thnt was tho case where the

musicians were, "enllet»3«l." And, by tho
way, tho duties of theso men were very

responsiblo and risky. They not only fur¬

nished tho muslo for the wimp nnd for

the march, but In many reglmonts they
were organized Into ambulanco corps, and
it was Incumbent Upon them to remove

wounded men from tho Held to tho am¬

bulances, whloh were in waiting In the
rear.
But all thatls by the way. What wo

are aiming to say directly nnd especial¬
ly is .that tho reunion at. New Orleans
Is going to bo a memorable affair. Vir¬

ginians, who go. will bo sure to mcot thore

many of their old comrades, who left this

Stato soon after tho war and settled In

the far South or In tho Southwest."

In the Congo Freo Stato there appears
to bo a good deal of slavery, though It is

not called by that name. So says the
Rev. William Morrison, of Lexington,
Va., a Presbyterian missionary, who Is

now homeward bound via England.
Tho Europeans who control tho rubber

monopoly on tho Congo River have, it

seems. Inaugurated "a systm of forced
labor." And Mr. Morrison statos that

many of tho riverside villages are now

deserted."the natives having fled to tho
forests to escapo the tyranny of tho
whites."
This so-called Free Stato is under the

presidency of tho King of the Belgians.
Tho population consists mostly of negro
tribes, many of which aro cannibals. It

is a land where that terrible disease,
"tho sleeping sickness," prevails.
The exports consist mostly of rubber,

palm oil and Ivory. Coffee and cotton
grow wild thcro, and tobacco has been

planted with success. Tho territory of
tho State includes the right bank of tho
Congo, from Manyanga to the sea. The
native population is about '5,000,000.

Tho number Of bar-rooms In Richmond
this year is considerably less than fou.
last year, The increase in the license-tax
has driven somo dealers out of business,
while others wore denied license, or knew
they would be refused If they applied
and did not apply. This last class, how¬
ever, was not groat In numbers. But
upon the whole. Richmond will be plen¬
tifully supplied with saloons. And the
refusal of tho court to license houses
where disorder and lawbrcaklng have oc¬
curred, must have a wholesome effect
and cannot but servo to lighten the la¬
bors of the police. A liquor license Is a

thing of value now and reckless indeed
must the holder of it he who will want¬
only sacrifice It by keeping a disorderly
house.

There is a good deal of competition in
tho Ice business hero this season, and it
may be expected that prices will rulo
low for the time being.
Of old. Richmond was dependant on

Northern sources for the main part of
her lco supply, but now wo have a num¬

ber of Ice factories here which are equal
to nil demands that may bo made upon
them. And what a great luxury ico Is.
In mlldor climates it is no great hard¬
ship to do without It, but In this coun¬

try, Ufo would not bo what It is now

without it,
